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AMERICAN ADOPTION MIGHT SET 
NEW WORLD CALENDAR ROLLING 


A good deal has been written about the promised ex- 
citement in the next session of Congress. Foreign aid, ar- 
mament, taxes, the budget and the predicted "Truman 
deal" reforms should all produce some fireworks. But, as 
usual, Congress will be faced with less publicized bills 
which have been waiting patiently, with hat in hand, 
through several sessions for a hearing. 


An interesting item in the latter group is the propos- 
al that Congress endorse a world calendar. Almost every- 
body seems to be in favor of this reform put forward by 
the World Calendar Association. Seventeen governments 
*re on record as being for it. It is approved by churches, 
business associations, labor organizations, banks, railroads, 
air lines, insurance companies, educators and many others. 
Its only apparent enemy is inertia. 


Bills were introduced in the 79th and 80th Congresses 
to make the Association's perpetual calendar official. They 
got no more action than a reference to committee. Whether 
there will be anything more done with the idea by the new 
Congress probably depends on the press of urgent business 
and the interest of the public. But the proposal has a lot of 
obvious merit. 


The calendar under consideration is the sole survivor 
of some 500 that were investigated by the League of Na 
tions over the past 20 years. Developed by an Italian priest 
more than 100 years ago, it divides the year into 12 months 
of equal quarters. 


The year and each succeeding quarter begin on Sun 
day. There are 13 weeks and 91 daj's (13 Sundays and 78 
week-days) in every quarter. The first month of the quar- 
ters has 31 days; the second and third, 30 days. To com- 
pensate for the extra day there would be a world holiday, 
or Worldsday, between Dec. 30 and Jan. 1. In leap years 
there would "be another Worldsday following June 30. 


Thus every day of the month would fall on the same 
day of the week every year. 


Uniform months and quarters would undoubtedly 
save a lot of time in many lines. Business could figure bill- 
ings, pay periods, interest payments and so on in a more 
orderly fashion. Fiscal years would always start on the 
same day. Public carriers would not be obliged to make 
new schedules annually. Holidays would be fixed—with a 
nice weekend vacation for the Monday Christmas and an 
equally pleasant Saturday-Worldsday-Sunday for New 
Year's. 


It seems rather odd to reflect that the western world 
hasn't done anything about its rather cumbersome calen- 
dar since Pope Gregory XIII corrected, in 1582, Julius 
Caesar's calendar which dated from 45 B. C. And some of 
the eastern countries measure the year by even older and 
less accurate methods. 


With the start and support that calendar reform al- 
ready has, it is quite likely that American adoption would 
really start the ball rolling. But if that should happen, an- 
other question arises. Since a universal calendar would 
advance the cause of world unity, at least in the division 
•>{ time, would the Russian government follow its usual 
;ustom and veto the whole idea?

Serious Disease 
Affecting Brain 
o 


Found In Swine 


Peoria, III., Nov. 23—(TP)—Cases of 
fatal brain disease called listeria 
—the same disease that causes sleep- 
ing sickness in man—have 
been 
discovered among hogs in Illinois. 


This was reported today by Dr. 
F. W. Boebel, veterinarian and dir- 
ector of the state diagnostic labora- 
tory in Peoria. 


Dr. Eoebel said this is the first 
time the disease has been found 
among swine in the state. 


He said listeria is infectious and 
has a high mortality rate among 
animals. It also causes encephali- 
tis (sleeping sickness) in man, he 
said. 


The disease was first reported in 
Whiteside county near Sterling. It 
has since been found in DeKalb 
county and several cases are now 
under 
observation 
in 
Tazewell 
county. 


The cause of the disease is not 
known and there is no known treat- 
ment, said Dr. Boebel. He suggested 
that animals showing symptoms of 
Listeria be isolated and a veterin- 
arien consulted. 


The symptoms are posterior par- 
alysis, generalized weakness, lack of 
muscular coordination, unsteadiness 
in gait, shaking and tremors around 
the head, fever and depression. 


Listeria is also found in sheep, 
cattle and sometimes poultry.
